I do need 
to be less 
naive, says 
UKIP MEP 

THE MEP and councillor at 
the centre of a row for tell¬ 
ing aspiring politicians to 
look at Adolf Hitler’s speak¬ 
ing style has said he needs 
to be less ‘politically naive’ 
and more ‘mature’. 

Bill Etheridge was em¬ 
broiled in a storm of criti¬ 
cism after it was revealed he 
had used the Nazi leader as 
an example when leading a 
seminar for budding UKIP 
politicians in Birmingham. 

The West Midlands MEP, 
who was elected to Brussels 
in May, is also a council¬ 
lor in Dudley representing 
Sedgley. 

The 44-year-old denied 
telling members of Young 
Independence they should 
copy Hitler. 

It is not the first time 
he has got into trouble. He 
was suspended from the 
Conservative party in 2011 
when, as a member of the 
Campaign Against Political 
Correctness, he and his wife 
Star posed with golliwog 
dolls. 

“I need to be less polit¬ 
ically naive,” he told the 
Express & Star, The Chron¬ 
icle’s sister newspaper. 

“I sold steel for 20 years 
and I’ve been an elected 
politician for just a few 
months.” 

“I’m still a novice as a 
politician but I will be more 
mature in my discourse.”

SHEDDING NEW 
IIGHT ON MUSEUM 


WORK is to start on a new muse¬ 
um showcasing the Black Country’s 
glassmaking heritage this autumn. 

The £5 million redevelopment will see part 
of the former Stuart Crystal site, opposite the 
Red House Glass Cone in Wordsley, converted 
into the visitor attraction anticipated to attract 
more than 500,000 people a year. 


Site owners Complex 
Development Projects Ltd 
has now submitted plans 
to Dudley Council for the 
museum along with 18 
apartments to be built on 
another part of the site, off 
Camp Hill. 

It comes as they wait to 
hear the outcome of a bid for 
£2.15m from the European 
Regional Development Fund 
towards the project with the 
rest coming from grants. 

Showcase 

The museum, which will 
have a modern glass front, 
is to face the Glass Cone. 

It would also pay homage 
to its past with a striking 
light sculpture representing 
where the old White House 
Glass Cone once stood. 

The museum will show¬ 
case the borough’s glass 
treasures and highlight the 
area’s heritage through in¬ 
teractive displays. 

The proposals also include 
18 apartments built on a 
separate part of the site and 
11 commercial units as well 
as parking and a coach drop¬ 
off area. 

A planning application 
has been submitted to Dud¬ 
ley Council by Ian Harra- 
bin, managing director of 
site owner Complex Devel¬ 
opment Projects, who de¬ 
scribed the plans as ‘very 
exciting’. 

“The project is now pro¬ 
ceeding quickly to a start 
on construction in October 
with completion by the end

of next year. The planning 
application is a key part of 
the process but we are not 
expecting any problems as 
the proposals are very sim¬ 
ilar to the existing consent 
that we have. 

“The main change is the 
glass museum taking over 
some of the space previously 
allocated to offices. 

“It’s a very exciting pro¬ 
ject and I’m sure will have 
a big impact on this part of 
the borough.’ 

Graham Knowles, Chair¬ 
man of the British Glass 
Foundation, said: “We are 
delighted that the planning 
application has now been 
submitted for the new glass 
museum in the former Stu¬ 
art Crystal factory buildings 
- this is a big step forwards. 

“The museum should be 
open in 18 months’ time and 
will be a great new home 
for the borough’s stunning 
glass collections currently 
held at Broadfield House 
and Himley Hall.” 

He added: “With its long 
history of glassmaking, 
and being opposite the Red 
House Cone, this site is the 
perfect location for the new 
museum. 

“We have been working 
very closely with the devel¬ 
oper and Dudley Council 
over the last few years to 
make this happen.”

Tributes paid to accident victim 


TRIBUTES were this week paid to a 
cyclist who died in a road accident in 
Upper Gornal. 

Friends described care worker Lor¬ 
raine Rowson as a ‘wonderful person’. 

She died at the scene after her bi¬ 
cycle was involved in a collision with 
a lorry at the junction of Burton Road 
and Jews Lane on Friday. 

Paramedics tried to save the 
50-year-old mother-of one but nothing 
could be done. 

Elaine Hartland, deputy manager at 
Greenway House Residential Home, 
Lower Penn, where Mrs Rowson has 
worked for 14 years, said: “We are all 
in a state of shock. Lorraine was the 


nicest person you could meet. She was 
kind and loving, which were qualities 
that came out in her work here. 

“We are a small community with 
only 12 residents, so people get to 
know each other very well. She will be 
missed by everyone.” 

Mrs Hartland said Mrs Rowson was 
also an animal lover known for taking 
in unwell dogs and nursing them back 
to health. 

She is survived by her husband and 
daughter, a 21-year-old university stu¬ 
dent. 

Mrs Hartland added: “She was a 
very outgoing person, who was com¬ 
pletely devoted to her family.” 


West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Steve Parry said an ambu¬ 
lance and a paramedic arrived shortly 
after the accident. 

“Sadly, it quickly became apparent 
to crews that nothing could be done to 
save the cyclist involved,” he said. 

“She was confirmed dead at the 
scene. The lorry driver was assessed 
by ambulance staff but did not require 
further hospital treatment.”

Heavy rains 
extinguished 
summer sizzle 

LASHING rain and fierce 
winds battered the region 
as the remains of Hurricane 
Bertha swept in causing 
flood alerts for rivers and 
events to be cancelled. 

Eight flood alerts were 
issued by the Environment 
Agency as water levels rose 
for the River Stour in the 
Black Country and south 
Staffordshire. 

Levels 

River levels were rising 
up towards 4ft on Monday 
at Swindon, near Stour¬ 
bridge, while agency officials 
warned the river at Stour- 
ton was close to flooding. 

Heavy showers forced 
the cancellation of events 
including Tipton Commu¬ 
nity Fun Day and a series 
of beach-themed activities 
for children on the Severn 
Valley Railway also had to 
cancelled after downpours. 

Water company Severn 
Trent also reported disrup¬ 
tions to supplies and leaks 
including problems in Halls 
Farm Lane, Trimpley, near 
Kidderminster. 

Across the country homes 
were flooded, music festivals 
were cancelled and sporting 
contests had to be re-routed 
as nearly a month’s worth of 
rain was dumped over parts 
of Britain in a few hours. 


was previously owned by 
Morrisons but was bought 
by Endless, a Leeds-based 
private equity firm, for £2 
million last month.

Peterborough store will con¬ 
tinue to trade as normal.” 

Among the services of¬ 
fered by the Merry Hill store 
is a children’s soft play area, 
a Starbucks coffee shop and 
free car seat fitting and 
pushchair servicing. 

Kiddicare, which had 
sales of around £80m in 
the last financial year, was 
founded in 1974. Morri¬ 
sons bought the business in 
2011. Kiddicare took over 
the 40,000 square feet unit 
at Merry Hill in 2012.

More face 
fines over 
school term 
absences 

MORE than 2,500 fines 
have been handed out to 
parents in the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire for 
taking their children out of 
school during term time in 
the last two years. 

Over half of them have 
been dished out in the last 
year after new legislation 
came into force in Septem¬ 
ber giving headteachers the 
power to only grant term- 
time absences in exceptional 
circumstances. 

The move has proved 
controversial across the 
country with a number of 
parents being hauled before 
the courts for refusing to 
pay the fines. Each parent 
faces a £60 fine per child for 
breaching the rules — in¬ 
creased to £120 if not paid 
in full in 21 days. They face 
court if they don’t pay by 28 
days. 

The fines handed out in 
this region 1,501 were in the 
last year. The year 2013/14 
saw a rise of 434 from the 
previous 12 months on pen¬ 
alties dished-out 

Figures show Dudley dealt 
out 224 fines in 2012/13, in¬ 
creasing to 248 in 2013/14. 
Sandwell fines increased 
from 15 in 2012/13 to 87 in 
2013/14. In Wolverhamp¬ 
ton fines rose from 125 in 
2012/13 to 303 the following 
year.

MEP refuses to resign over Hitler comments 



UKIP MEP Bill Etheridge 


A UKIP MEP from Dudley who 
urged young party candidates to 
study Adolf Hitler’s public speaking 
style says he regrets his comments 
about the Nazi leader but is refus¬ 
ing to resign. 

Bill Etheridge, also a Dudley 
councillor, claimed his speech 
was taken ‘out of context’ and de¬ 
nounced the furore which has fol¬ 
lowed it as ‘political opportunism’. 

The 44-year-old, elected to Dud¬ 
ley Council and the European Par¬ 
liament in May, said he‘regrets’ 
mentioning the Nazi leader in a 


speech where he described Hitler 
as a ‘forceful public speaker’. Mr 
Etheridge made two speeches to 
UKIP’s Young Independence Con¬ 
ference in Birmingham earlier this 
month. 

He told them: “Look back to the 
most magnetic and forceful public 
speaker possibly in history. When 
Hitler gave speeches, at the start 
he walks, back and forth, looked at 
people, he waited minutes just look¬ 
ing out at people, fixing them with 
his gaze. And then, when he started 
speaking they were hanging on his 


every word. I’m not saying direct 
copy, pick up little moments.” 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed of 
Dudley Council described the com¬ 
ments as ‘unbelievable’ and called 
on police to investigate. 

But Mr Etheridge said: “It is just 
political opportunism. I will not 
stand down.” Although he did re¬ 
gret his comments in the context of 
what has happened since. 

“I speak about a range of figures 
in my seminar including Martin 
Luther King, Ronald Reagan, Hit¬ 
ler and Tony Blair. At no point do 


I endorse their policies or beliefs, I 
simply point out their specific styles 
of public speaking. 

Monster 

“I always refer to Hitler as an evil 
monster. So this is an outrageous 
smear on me. I’m a Black Country 
lad and we don’t stand for bullying.” 

A UKIP spokesman said: “Bill 
gave a seminar on public speaking 
and highlighted great speakers as 
people whose style, not content, 
could be studied.”

The pub, built in 1939 
by Dudley architects Webb 
and Gray, closed in 2012. 
English Heritage decided 
against listed status due to 
loss of original features.

We 
went outside and saw the car in the 
shop.” 

Business owner Asa Singh, 30, who 
has run the shop for seven years, said: 
“It’s just a miracle no-one got killed. 
Fingers crossed, we will be back up 
and runnings in a couple of weeks.”

Arcade bid to revive town's fortunes 


WHEN it opened in 1925 the Foun¬ 
tain Arcade was the showpiece at¬ 
traction in the heart of Dudley’s 
thriving town centre. 

Now, 89 years on, work has begun 
on a painstaking restoration project 
which is hoped will recapture the 
centre’s 1920s heyday and spear¬ 
head a revival in the town’s for¬ 
tunes. 

The restoration of the arcade has 


been timed to coincide with the £6.7 
million revamp of the market place. 

The market scheme, which is 
due for completion early next year, 
will see water flow through the 
landmark fountain from which the 
arcade takes its name for the first 
time in more than 20 years. 

The Fountain Arcade was owned 
and built by the Tanfield fam¬ 
ily, who ran a firm of solicitors in 


the town and were leading lights 
in Dudley Building Society. The 
distinctive Art Deco Building was 
designed by architect E George Cos- 
lett. 

The restoration scheme has been 
carried out through Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s Townscape Heritage Initiative 
which has already revamped other 
prominent buildings in the town. 

The United Footwear shoe shop 


at the top of High Street, originally 
a Co-op department store, is an¬ 
other Art Deco building which has 
been restored to its former glory as 
part of the scheme It has also seen 
Charlton House in New Street con¬ 
verted into a bistro and Bogarts bar¬ 
ber’s shop in Wolverhampton Street 
given a facelift. It forms part of a 
wider masterplan to breathe new 
life into Dudley town centre. 


£6m council homes 
boost is welcomed 


A £6 million cash boost to build council 
homes in Dudley has been welcomed by the 
borough’s housing boss. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge said the priority would 
be to provide smaller properties and homes suitable 
for older people and those with disabilities. 

A total of 123 properties will be built in Dudley, Woodset- 


ton. Coseley, Sedgley and Kii 

Dudley Council has been 
granted permission to bor¬ 
row £6m from the Local 
Growth Fund Housing 
Revenue Account Borrow¬ 
ing Programme to fund the 
scheme. 

Apartments 

Councillor Partridge said: 
“We have looked carefully 
at the local need and we 
will be particularly focusing 
on providing new smaller 
homes and homes suitable 
for older people and those 
with disabilities.” 

The council has received 
£245,000 of Government 
money towards a separate 
scheme in Sedgley. 

The Homes and Commu¬ 
nities Agency has awarded 
the cash towards a £1.2m 
project to convert former 
care home Areal Lodge on 
Areal Road into 14 homes. 

The scheme would be a 
mixture of apartments and 
bungalows. 

In addition to funding 
new homes, the council will 
use some of the cash to cre¬ 
ate up to four new appren¬ 
ticeship positions. 

A planning application

for this development will 
be made shortly and if ap¬ 
proved, the scheme is due 
for completion in spring 
2016. 

Councillor Partridge said: 
“This is great news as there 
is a real need in the borough 
to provide more homes that 
are better for older people 
and people with disabilities. 

“We are delighted to have 
secured the money at a time 
of reduced funding. 

“It means that despite the 
difficult economic situation 
there are new affordable 
homes for local people.” 

It comes after the coun¬ 
cil announced £15m would 
be spent on refurbishing 
thousands of existing coun¬ 
cil homes throughout the 
borough. 

Money will be spent up¬ 
grading kitchens and bath¬ 
rooms, repairing roofs, 
rewiring and installing new 
central heating at existing 
properties.

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Man tried 
stabbing 
himself in 
the chest 

A 53-year-old man tried to 
stab himself after pulling 
a knife on police, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was 
told.

When she heard noises in the house she 
assumed they had returned, said Mr David 
Swinnerton, prosecuting. But she had a 
shock when she discovered a man searching 
through drawers in her bedroom. 

“She stepped from the shower to find a 
man going through drawers in her bedroom. 
She put on her dressing gown and started 


screaming,” said Mr Swinnerton. Carlton 
Betts, aged 18, fled from the property with 
a handbag containing her wedding and en¬ 
gagement rings worth around £1,700. 

Keys 

A second man appeared with £500 cash 
and two air rifles taken from the bedroom of 
her son while the third raider picked up her 
car keys with the intention of taking the ve¬ 
hicle from outside the address in Lorrainer 
Avenue, Brier ley Hill,. 

But the plucky householder chased after 
them, forcing the trio to abandon her car 


and escape in a Corsa which had been stolen 
earlier. 

Half an hour after the burglary, at 
2.40pm on January 17, police spotted the 
Corsa, which was abandoned following a 
short chase during which some the the 
thieves’ haul was thrown out of the vehicle. 

Betts was discovered hiding in the toilets 
of a nearby pub and the remainder of the 
stolen property was found in the car along 
with improvised balaclavas, hammers and 
knives that were not used during the break 
in, concluded Mr Swinnerton. 

The teenager declined to comment when 


interviewed by police and the other raiders 
have not been traced. 

Betts, from High Street, Princes End, 
who had a string of previous convictions, 
admitted burglary and was ordered to be 
detained in a young offenders’ institution 
for 27 months. 

Judge John Warner said: “It is difficult to 
imagine what it must be like for a woman 
to be in the shower, hear some noises and 
come out to find three people burgling her 
home. It really scared her.” He told Betts: 
“You have a dreadful criminal record.”

IN January 2012, I had a minor 
shunt in the car. Damage was 
limited to a broken number plate 
and a bit of bumper scuffing. 
Nobody was hurt, and I never at 
any point suggested it was any¬ 
body’s fault but my own. 

So why is it, more than two- 
and-a-half years later, I sudden¬ 
ly find myself inundated with 
phone calls from people telling 
me I am entitled to compensa¬ 
tion from the injuries I received? 

One company, calling itself 
Access To Justice, has been 
particularly prolific. After every 
call, I have been assured that I 
have been removed from the 
database, and that I won’t be 
hearing from them again. After 
probably more than a dozen 
calls, they finally seem to have 
gone quiet. 

Interestingly, these characters 
have also come to the attention 
of an organisation called the 
Access To Justice Foundation, 
which has stressed that it has no 
connection to the calls. 

“The activities of these call¬ 
ers are the subject of an ongo¬ 
ing investigation to identify the 
responsible company and take 
appropriate action,” says the 
trust’s website. I would like to 
have helped, but the calls always 
come from a withheld num¬ 
ber, and they always seem very 
guarded about giving out any in¬ 
formation about themselves. 

So where did they get their in¬ 
accurate information from? Well 
a call from another similar com¬ 
pany, this time called Pinpoint, 
let the cat out of the bag. 

A few weeks earlier, I had used 
a company which said it would 
be able to get me a cheaper deal 
on my car insurance. I had been 
quite pleased with the service I 
received the previous year, get¬ 
ting my premium down from 
more than £400 to just £200. But 
this year it involved spending 
more than an hour on the phone 
with no end result. 

Anyway, it transpires that by 
answering that company’s ques¬ 
tions, I had also unwittingly con¬ 
sented to having my answers 
sold on to other parties. 

So if your car insurance is due 
for renewal shop around by all 
means, but make it clear that 
you do not consent to having 
your information passed on to 
anybody in the accident claims 
business.

Love and laughs at 
Tommy’s farewell 


‘They will be writing about 
Tom in 100 years’ time’ — 

ADAM GRINSELL on the 

farewell to a comedy great 

“HE could make you loff at the 
drop of a hat” - as close friend 
Mel Thomas spoke at Tommy 
Mundon’s remembrance ser¬ 
vice, more than 500 friends and 
well-wishers had a giggle. 

Mr Thomas said of the original 
Black Country comedian: “I will 
always remember the first joke I 
heard Tommy tell. 

“He said ‘looking at me, you wouldn’t 
think I was an ugly child’.” 

Hasbury Methodist Church in Hale¬ 
sowen was full to bursting as those 
who knew him said goodbye to Thomas 
‘Tommy’ Mundon last Wednesday. 

The 80-year-old died in July, four 
months after celebrating his birthday, at 
Mary Stevens Hospice following a five- 
year battle with Parkinson’s Disease. 

Stage 

He was cremated in a private cere¬ 
mony at Stourbridge Crematorium, be¬ 
fore his family joined all those wanting 
to pay their respects at the church in 
Halesowen. 

His remembrance service elicited 
laughs but it was also poignant and mov¬ 
ing. 

Before the service his widow Val, 62, 
said: “To most people he was someone 
who stood up on the stage being funny. 
But to us he was a wonderful husband, 
father and grandfather. It was some¬ 
thing quite special to be married to a guy 
like Tom. He was a bit out of the ordi¬ 
nary and a bit unique. 

“He was always very witty. I could 
never outwit him because in an instant 
he would have a quip. Tom was always 
very modest but he did love performing

right from when he was a little tot. He 
was always a larger than life character. 

“I met him in 1970 at a show, where 
he wasn’t actually performing, at a 
club in Wordsley. He was not actually 
booked to perform but they sort of said 
‘come on up’ and he went on stage. 

“Tom was very kind and was quite 
shy really, because bear in mind, when 
I met him he was 36 and still lived with 
his parents. I just thought he was quite 
sweet really. We had some wonderful 
times together.” 

Tommy was forced to quit the comedy 


scene in 2012 as Parkinson’s took hold 
and it was something that he was very 
reluctant to do. After being diagnosed 
with the disease, he was still cracking 
jokes, saying: “I’m now a stand-up co¬ 
median who can’t stand up for long.” 

Val added: “When he had to stop in 
recent years it was a big blow to him 
but he was very poorly. 

During the service, Mr Thomas re¬ 
called a moment several years ago while 
being laid up in Russells Hall Hospital, 
and Tommy went to visit him. 

“Although he had come to see me, 


every patient was a target,” he said. 
“One of the patients after said to me 
that his visit was more therapeutic than 
a trolley-load of medication. 

“Tommy wasn’t just a legend, he was 
a very caring human being. He was a 
very proud family man, loyal and de¬ 
voted to Val, a loving father and a car¬ 
ing grandfather. And Tommy loved his 
larger family, the general public.” 

Tommy was well-known beyond in 
his beloved Black Country and his name 
adorns the Comedy Carpet artwork in 
Blackpool alongside such as Tommy 
Cooper and Morecambe and Wise. 

Following Tommy’s death Ken Dodd, 
who was his close friend for more than 
20 years, said: “He was a wonderful 
friend and a wonderful comedian. He 
was more than a comedian, he was a hu¬ 
morist, he knew all the Black Country 
stories. I admired him hugely.” 

Tommy spent some of his last days 
in Stourbridge’s Mary Stevens Hospice 
where he attended day therapy sessions. 

At one stage he had to turn down the 
opportunity to go to a royal garden party 
at Buckingham Palace as he was so ill, so 
instead staff at the hospice put on their 
own garden party in his honour. Mr 
Thomas suggested that perhaps Tommy 
would have enjoyed that more. 

Val added: “It was very comforting 
that he was at Mary Stevens Hospice. 
He loved going there and the people. He 
went to the day centre and it was a big 
comfort to know they looked after him. 

“It is comforting to have had so many 
cards and letters from people who have 
said some wonderful things about him. 
It is a big loss to the family. It is a tough 
one and I’m doing my best.” 

Among those at the service were Led 
Zeppelin frontman Robert Plant, who 
features in his biography a photograph 
of Tommy and himself from his 60th 
birthday party, and fellow Black Coun¬ 
try entertainer Bev Pegg. He said: “They 
will be writing about Tom in 100 years’ 
time, stating that he was the greatest 
Black Country comedian ever.” 



WEEK IN 
POLITICS 


ONE of the many buzz words 
kicked around by central gov¬ 
ernment is ‘localism’ but it turns 
out to mean absolutely nothing. 

Take, for example, the case of 
Sandwell Council and its sting¬ 
ing rebuke from the High Court 
over its attempt to stop itself 
funding ‘benefits tourism’. 

The Government decided it 
would be up to councils to de¬ 
cide how much, if any, discount 
on council tax they would offer 
to working-age people of limited 
means. 

Under the Welfare Reform Act, 
the Government replaced coun¬ 
cil tax benefit with a grant. But 
it only covered 90 per cent of 
the bill, leaving councils to find 
or save the other 10 per cent. 
Some, such as Wolverhampton, 
came up with new models to 
charge a small amount of coun¬ 
cil tax. Others carried on as be¬ 
fore, but just absorbed the hit. 

Sandwell tried to be clev¬ 
er. It was prepared to take the 
hit but didn’t want to cover the 
costs of new arrivals as well. So 
it introduced a ‘residency test’. 
Although the example of bene¬ 
fits tourists from costly areas of 
London was given in court, the 
theory applied more locally. 

Sandwell was effectively 
erecting a wall around itself to 
stop people from Wolverhamp¬ 
ton or other nearby areas, where 
the cost was passed on to resi¬ 
dents, from moving a few miles 
down the road where their an¬ 
nual bills would be less, at the 
expense of the residents already 
living there. 

But it fell foul of the High 
Court. And now it’s left the coun¬ 
cil licking its wounds to the tune 
of tens of thousands of pounds 
of legal fees. And it faces the 
headache of having to appeal or 
look at its system all over again. 
It also exposes the futility of 
the ‘localism’ agenda. Councils 
were given the power to decide 
how to cope with these changes 
themselves, but then the High 
Court can intervene and overrule 
the decisions of democratically 
elected councillors. 

There are just three months 
left before the trust running Staf¬ 
ford Hospital gets dissolved. 

After years of inquiries and ef¬ 
forts to turn it around, people in 
Stafford now face being left with 
a pale shadow of what they once 
had. 

Thousands have marched 
through the streets in protest. 
Some even took to setting up 
tents to fight for a better alter¬ 
native. 

Kate Godfrey, Labour’s can¬ 
didate for Stafford in next 
year’s General Election, thinks 
Tory incumbent Jeremy Lefroy 
should stand down and trigger 
a by-election to force the Gov¬ 
ernment to take notice. He dis¬ 
agrees, saying it will leave Staf¬ 
ford without representation and 
anyone fighting for the hospital 
when it needs it most. 

The political battle for Stafford 
will come next year. For now, 
campaigners have bigger things 
to worry about.

Cancer survivor raises 
£6k to rescue charity

WHEN Kelly Mullings was 
told she had cancer, her 
whole world was on the 
verge of falling apart. 

The 23-year-old sports student from 
Brierley Hill was determined not to let 
the diagnosis stop her active lifestyle. 

Miss Mullings, of Nagger sfield Road, 
diagnosed with Hodgkins Lymphoma 
last December, threw herself into 
fundraising to help a charity which 
supports people like her. During six 
months of treatment she raised £6,000 
to stop the Paul Ackrill Fund folding. 

Her battle with cancer started 


when she found a lump on her collar 
bone in May 2013. Kellys said: “I had 
some initial blood tests and they didn’t 
show anything. I felt fit and healthy so 
didn’t think much more about it but 
in September last year I got really bad 
night sweats so I went back for more 
tests and they showed it was cancer.” 

The lump was removed in Decem¬ 
ber. 

Kelly said: “The hardest part was 
having to stop my PE teaching but 
I thought, I am not going to just sit 
back and do nothing but be a cancer 
patient, that’s not me. When I heard 
about the Paul Acknil Foundation and 


their fundraising struggle I thought 
this is a project I am going to take on.” 

Her target was £2,000 but the for¬ 
mer Wordsley School pupil raised 
£6,010.71 through sports events, col¬ 
lections, donations and a triathlon. 

Gill Ackrill, 69, of Brierley Hill, 
set up the charity after her son Paul 
died of cancer in 2001. She said: “Like 
Kelly, he was determined to get on 
with his life and had wanted to help 
other people. In his memory I was de¬ 
termined to go ahead with the charity. 
We have given out £150,000 over the 
years. The money Kelly has raised will 
see us through to next year.”

WORK has begun to set 
up a £1.2m centre where 
post-mortem examinations 
can be carried out without 
the need of surgery. 

The centre, part of Sandwell 
Valley Crematorium, will use 3D 
scanners to determine cause of 
death without it being necessary 
to operate on a corpse. 

It’s hoped this makes it less trau¬ 
matic for bereaved families, who will 
be able to request a digital autopsy 
when the coroner requires a post mor¬ 
tem to be undertaken.

Pathologists 


In deaths where a post mortem is 
not required by the coroner, families 
can also request a digital autopsy for 
peace of mind or as a record marking 
the end of a life. 

The site would also be used by 


pathologists from across the West 
Midlands to quickly and accurately 
determine cause of death. The centre 
is being funded by iGene, who will also 
train and support pathologists to use 
the new technology. 

When it opens in October, it will be 
the first of its kind in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

Ash Govind, Global Vice President 
for iGene, said: “Digital Autopsy of¬ 
fers a significant humanitarian step 
forward in establishing the cause of 
death using software rather than a 
scalpel.” 

Sandwell Council’s deputy leader 
Councillor Mahboob Hussain said: 
“As an authority we have been com¬ 
mitted for some years to developing 
the best-possible services for the 
bereaved. We want to combine our 
coroners, bereavement and registra¬ 


tion services into a single service to 
support families. The addition of this 
ground-breaking technology is an im¬ 
portant step in this journey. 

“Having the international company, 
iGene, choose Sandwell as its partner 
to provide a Midlands centre of Excel¬ 
lence in Digital Autopsy confirms we 
are delivering the right services for 
bereaved families in Sandwell. 

“Families of the Black Country and 
the wider Midlands will also benefit 
from this wonderful facility.” 

In March, a £388,000 revamp of 
Sandwell Valley Crematorium in 
Newton Road was approved to provide 
a space for more than 100 mourners to 
gather following a cremation. 

Under the plans, the former office 
space will be converted into a catering 
facility for food preparation, a dining 
area will be built and additional toilet 
facilities installed. It will see the crea¬ 
tion of two new jobs as well as an extra 
22 parking spaces at the site.

HE describes himself as an 
‘all Black Country bloke’ who 
started writing ‘daft songs’ 
in his kitchen to make his 
mates and his family laugh. 

But emerging comedy talent 
Jonny Cole says he has a wider 
audience in his sights as he re¬ 
flects on the early stages of his life 
as a full-time comedian. 

The Wednesbury comic is set to 
headline Birmingham’s Glee Club 
on September 18, with top billing on 
the 12-date Black Country Night Out 
Tour to follow next year. His debut 
album and a DVD are due to hit the 
shops later this year. 

It represents a meteoric rise through 
the comedy ranks for the 34-year- 
old. Until recently he was content 
to mix the occasional pub gig with a 
not-so-exciting working life of selling 
industrial supplies over the telephone. 

Backed by a live band, Jonny’s act 
features a mixture of songs and an¬ 
ecdotes based on his experiences of 
growing up in the Black Country. 

It all started with a song he hastily 
wrote ‘for a laugh’ in a spare 20 min¬ 
utes while he was having a cup of cof¬ 
fee in his kitchen. Wednesbury Song 
- which features the line ‘and it dow 
matter if yo cor read, as long as yo can 
drink and as long as yo can breathe’ - 
became a Youtube hit four years ago, 
chalking up nearly 60,000 views. 

The response prompted him to cre¬ 
ate a comedy routine that has since 
seen him have audiences in clubs 
across the Midlands loffin’ their yeds 
off. “I had no act at the time. It lit¬ 
erally was just one song done for a 
laugh,” he said. “My dad found it 
funny and told me to stick it on You¬ 
tube and everything just happened 
from there.” 

Jonny continued to record songs in 
his studio at his home in Lloyd Street, 


Wednesbury, including his paean to 
the Black Country lad Yam Yam - a 
reworking of the Dizzee Rascal track 
Bonkers - and the Billy Joel-inspired 
Tipton Girl. He also sprinkles a touch 
of his comedy magic onto The Bangles’ 
Walk Like An Egyptian, turning it into 
Drink Loike Yam From Tipton. 


Earlier this year Jonny signed up 
with Brian Yeates Entertainment in 
a bid to take his act to the masses. 
His rise is not something his teachers 
predicted during his days as a pupil at 
Barr Beacon School in Walsall. 

He said: “I was a bit of a joker and 
always good at messing around.”

IN August,1914 the First 
World War started and local 
young men from all walks of 
life joined the armed forces. 

Among them was Harry Nott, 
the son of William Nott, an Al- 
brighton builder and undertaker. 

In 1914, Harry was a mechanic at 
the Sunbeam Motor Car Company 
working in the experimental shop on 
the company’s racing cars and early 
aero-engines. 

Enlisted 

He enlisted as an aero-engine fitter, 
a rare trade in those days, and was 
posted to No 15 Squadron, training on 
Salisbury Plain. The squadron made 
the trip to France in December, 1915, 
and were based at Droglandt making 
reconnaissance flights over the Front 
Line. 

In those days there were no such

thing as trained air gunners, and any 
keen ground crew were used. 

At 8.30 am on January 19,1916 
Harry took off with Captain Hender¬ 
son as pilot of a Be.2c biplane, man¬ 
ning the single Lewis gun from the 
front cockpit. 

The engine was not running well 
and they could not climb above 5,000ft. 
Over the front line they saw two Ger¬ 
man Taube monoplanes climbing to 
attack them. 

Harry opened fire but when the two 
Germans fired back he was wounded 
in the face, a wound which meant he 
lost his right eye. He continued to fire 
his machine gun, and shot down one 
of the German aircraft, which they 
saw crash, and the other then flew 


off. Captain Henderson successfully 
landed their damaged aircraft and 
Harry was taken to hospital in Bou¬ 
logne before being sent home. 

He was awarded the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal, something which sur¬ 
prised him greatly as he thought he 
was only doing what anyone would do. 

After further hospital treatment he 
was posted to No 38 Squadron at Cas¬ 
tle Bromwich which had been formed 
there to counter the Zeppelin menace. 

Shop 

It is possible he served at Perton 
airfield, which had been built as a re¬ 
lief landing ground for anti-Zeppelin 
flights; though there is no proof of this. 

He served with No 38 Squadron for 
the remainder of the War. After the 
war he married his girlfriend Annie 
Reynolds and opened a toy shop in Al- 
brighton, serving in the Home Guard 
in the Second World War.

ALBUM REVIEWS 


GOOD music is coming at 
the double this summer with 
three female duos producing 
contrasting but well-accom¬ 
plished albums. 

The relocation of Alabama siblings 
The Pierces to California has paid div¬ 
idends with a classic West Coast feel 
to their new album Creation. If break¬ 
through You & I was sunshine pop then 
Creation introduces a little melancholy 
shadow into their harmonious sound. 
Songs like Believe In Me and Honest 
Man could appeal to Fleetwood Mac 
fans, whilst Must Be Something and 
the gorgeous Elements even channel 
some Abba spirit. Catch Allison and 
Catherine at Birmingham Glee Club on 
September 24. 

Feisty Glaswegians Stina Tweed- 
ale (vocals/guitar) and Shona McVicar 
(drums) deliver punky power pop with 
plenty of ‘don’t mess with us’ attitude 
on their swaggering eponymous debut 
Honeyblood. Killer Bangs delivers a 
sugar rush whilst I’d Rather Be Any¬ 
where But Here shows their bittersweet 
side. They should raise the roof at the 
Hare and Hounds in Kings Heath on 
September 26. 

Ward Thomas sound like the latest 
rising stars from Nashville but these 
20-year-old twins are from Hampshire. 
Singers and songwriters Lizzy and 
Catherine impress with the honky tonk 
opener Push For The Stride and con¬ 
temporary country toe-tappers on their 
debut From Where We Stand. Ward 
Thomas play Birmingham Glee with 
The Shires on November 4. 

Irish singer/songwriter Sinead 
O’Connor marks 30 years making mu¬ 
sic with I’m Not Bossy, I’m The Boss, 
her most accessible and rocking album

and figure-hugging rubber) but this is 
special because of the blend of vulner¬ 
ability and maturity in her remarkably 
emotive voice.

It’s been a long wait for La Roux’s 
second album, five years in fact, but 
Elly Jackson has finally delivered an 
excellent blend of disco and synth pop 
that surpasses her 1980s obsessed 
debut. Trouble In Paradise is short 
at nine tracks in just over 40 minutes, 
but boasts songs that do that deja vu 
familiarity trick, including Chic-like Up¬ 
tight Downtown and Blondie flavoured 
Kiss And Not Tell.

Welsh pop maverick and sometime 
genius Gruff Rhys, formerly of Super

Looking back on a 
match to remember 


I t hardly seems like two minutes 
since the last one finished, but last 
Saturday, the new Premier League 
season kicked off. 

While non-football fans moaned 
and whined about how the sport 
tends to take over TV and chats 
around the watercooler at work, fans 
were beside themselves with glee - 
especially as excitement in the 
domestic leagues this year may help 
them forget the nightmare that was 
England’s World Cup campaign in 
Brazil. 

But there’s another reason to 
celebrate the return of top-flight 
football, and that’s because it 
coincides with the 50th anniversary 
of Match of the Day. 

Back in 1964, when the first edition 
aired, Kenneth Wolstenholme (later 
to find fame with his “they think it’s all 
over, it is now” moment during the 
1966 World Cup final at Wembley) 
commentated on highlights from just 
one game - a First Division 
encounter between Liverpool and 
Arsenal, which the Anfield side won 
3-2. 

Only 20,000 people tuned in, just 


half the number of spectators who 
were at the ground; that might sound 
like next to nothing, but at the time, 
few people could receive new 
channel BBC Two. 

Unlike nowadays when low ratings 
ensure a show will be axed early, the 
Beeb stuck with its sporting baby, 
and before long, it became an iconic 
show that remains must-see viewing 
for football fans everywhere. 

This special programme looks back 
at MOTD’s history, picking up on 
memorable moments, from match 
highlights to the way in which it 
covered the Hillsborough disaster 
with great dignity as events unfolded. 

Regular viewers such as Alan 
Sugar, Sue Johnston and Russell 
Brand discuss their love of the show, 
and Barry Stoller talks for the first 
time about composing the famous 
theme tune. 

Also discussing the programme 
are John Motson, Wayne Rooney, 
Thierry Henry, Ryan Giggs and the 
recently retired Alan Hansen. 

Over the years, the likes of David 
Coleman, Jimmy Hill and Des Lynam 
have hosted the programme; it’s 


Gary Lineker who sits in the hotseat 
these days. He has every reason to 
be cheerful, because his beloved 
Leicester City are back in the top 
echelons - although he’s anything 
but optimistic. 

“I’m not the world’s most confident 
fan,” he grimaces. “I should be - I 
should believe in them more than I 
do.” 

Does he ever wish he was back 
out on the pitch? 

“Not really. There are aspects of 
football that can be quite tiresome - 
being treated like a kid, being 
shouted at all day, being told what 
time to do stuff, being told what to 
eat, etc, etc. The one thing I do miss 
is scoring a big goal in an important 
match, and the euphoria that that 
brings.” 

Instead, Gary is happy with his 
day job: “I always look forward to 
the start of the season. Football is 
still hugely important to a lot of 
people in this country and Match 
of the Day is always an exciting 
show.” 

Long may it continue - here’s to 
another 50 years, at least.

Great mix 
of economy, 
style and 
performance

There’s something going on under the bon¬ 
net of a new range of Audis which benefits 
both the environment and drivers - particu¬ 
larly business users. 

The company’s huge range of models has been 
joined by ‘Ultra’ versions of the A4, A5 and A6, using 
an update of its 2.0-litre turbo diesel engine, already 
one of the most powerful in its class with up to 190Ps 
on tap in the case of the A6. 

The net result is a saving of hundreds of pounds on fuel, 
the tax disc and ‘benefit in kind’ tax without sacrificing per¬ 
formance: indeed, the new Ultra range actually has more 
oomph than its predecessors. 

I drove the Ultra-powered version of the £30,850 A5 
Coupe, a sleek executive express with the potential to go 
from a standstill to 62mph in a rapid 8.3 seconds. 

Yet it is also capable of beating many small hatchbacks in 
terms of economy, with average fuel consumption of more 
than 67mpg and a C02 emissions rating of just 109g/km. 

This means, compared to its predecessor, the tax band 
falls from C to B and a 16 per cent drop in the business driv¬ 
er’s tax bill - nearly £250 as well as savings at the pumps. 
The figures are identical for the new Ultra-powered range of 
A4 saloons. 

Saving money and developing your green credentials 
normally means a trade-off with performance and driving 
pleasure, but in this case the opposite is true. 

The 2.0-litre turbo diesel under the bonnet is a complete¬ 
ly new development, designed for even more efficiency 
and leaner burning. It also has a new ‘selective catalytic 
reduction’ system which removes nitrogen oxides from the 
exhaust gases, ensuring the cars meet EU6 standards, the 
most stringent ever applied to European cars. 

Same 

But the driver also has the same maximum engine power 
of 163Ps under his right foot but at lower revs (1,200rpm low¬ 
er, at 3,000rpm in fact), and maximum torque is increased to 
400Nm and over a wider spread, from just 1,750rpm. 

If the figures don’t mean much, you will notice the differ¬ 
ence long before you pull up at the pumps. 

It means in normal driving the car whispers along at very 
low rpm, saving fuel and reducing noise levels, but a little 
more pressure from the right foot will send it surging for¬ 
ward smoothly without the need to stir the six-speed manual 
gearbox. 

All the Ultra models come as standard with lowered, 
sports suspension which not only reduces drag (therefore 
aiding economy), it also means even sharper handling. The 
standard alloys are reduced to 17in as a result, equipped 
with 225/50 low-profile tyres. 

It turns into bends positively and accurately and grips 
well, and based on a test drive on a variety of rural roads, it 
has little impact on ride quality. 

The Ultra models currently come as manual, front-wheel 
drive only, with no four-wheel drive Quattro versions. 

The A5 is only available at present in SE trim, which 
comes with the sort of kit you’d expect from an upmarket 
coupe. Driver and front passenger have executive levels of 
space, but the sleek coupe shape does mean a small sacri¬ 
fice in room for those in the rear compared to the A4 saloon. 

Boot space is well up to class standards, ranging from 
455 to 829 litres depending on whether the rear bench seat 
is up or folded flat. 

Driver and passengers can sit back in heated Milano 
leather upholstery, with the benefit of electronic climate con¬ 
trol and an upmarket sound system with multi-media inter¬ 
face. 

You also get automatic wipers and lights, parking sensors, 
satnav, multi-function steering wheel, electric front windows, 
and cruise control. Safety equipment includes multiple air¬ 
bags as well as a limited slip differential and the usual array 
of electronic wizardry, such as ABS and stability control.

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Cactus is a

Ever picked up a car park bump and cursed 
your luck? The brilliant new Citroen C4 Cac¬ 
tus might just be the car for you 

As breaths of fresh air go, the Cactus is like a lung- 
full of West Scotland’s finest in the middle of rush- 
hour London. 

It’s a car designed to fit into real-world lifestyles where 
you need lots of places to store bits and pieces, where 
touch-screens are as second nature as a second scoop of 
ice cream and where people always manage to open their 
doors into your paintwork. The Cactus is built to take life’s 
little trials in its stride with a radical re-think. 

That’s why you’ll find those curious and distinctive 
coloured panels along the sides. These ‘AirBump’ air-filled 
blocks are scratch-resistant and a bit bouncy, so errant 
supermarket trolleys and swinging coat zips won’t leave a 
mark. The same material is on the boot and in a few other 
places too, helping to avoid any ugly and expensive body¬ 
work damage. 

The Cactus is the first truly honest Citroen for years. It’s a 
bit madcap but not so much so to be off-putting. The con¬ 
trols are where you’d expect them, the pedals do what they 
should and the wheels aren’t made out of cheese. It’s simply 
very good at the everyday biffabout thing, and there’s no 
doubt a lot of people will be very taken by this. 

Character 

You don’t get as much outright space as you do in, say, 
a Seat Toledo, but the Cactus has a far greater character 
garnish to go with its healthy dollop of practicality. There are 
door pockets aplenty and a panoramic glass roof to give 
a more spacious-feeling cabin, and it’s fair to say there’s 
enough rear legroom for adults - just. 

A really nice touch is the ‘suitcase-style’ interior detailing 
on the door pulls and glove box. It adds a sense of travel 
adventure, but there’s loads of room inside the glove-case 
to add substance to the style. 

Citroen openly admits the Cactus is built to a price. That’s 
half the point; realistic ownership costs. With that in mind 
it’s amazing how quietly the 1.2-litre 110-horsepower petrol 
version bimbles around town. At 30mph in the fourth of five 
gears, the loudest thing is the air conditioning fan, which 
itself is only lightly breathing away in the background. 

There’s nothing remarkable about the way it drives. The 
soft, chunky seats are unusual these days and very com¬ 
fortable, the steering is quite slow and unthreatening, and 
the ride is very smooth over good surfaces and undulating 
bumps. 

Loyal 

It’s worse over sharp bumps, mind you, where the sus¬ 
pension crashes unexpectedly and noisily, but on the 
whole the driving experience is that of a car you’d never 
regret buying or dislike owning. It feels a bit like a loyal fam¬ 
ily pet. 

In terms of raw space there’s more for your money out 
there. But ‘value’ cars tend to be a bit soulless and that al¬ 
ways counts against them. The Cactus definitely has more 
of a character and a charm that can’t entirely be priced up. 
In terms of providing family-friendly transport that you’re not 
afraid to see bumped around now and again, what could 
be better? 

There could be clever finance deals on the cards, too, 
if the UK follows suit with Spain’s ‘pay as you drive’ mile- 
age-based finance scheme. 

The brilliant news is that this won’t just appeal to budget- 
led buyers who hate looking after their cars. It’s a damn fine 
everyday car with some great quirks and an unusual look, 
so parents looking for something livelier-looking to put on 
the drive will love it; as will people bored with the same old 
hatchback crowd. 

This car summed up in a single word: Unconventional. 
Among a sea of relative boredom it dares to be different, 
and while it’ll raise a few eyebrows, it turns heads and cre¬ 
ates big smiles.
